In the Colony of Hong Kong includ- 
ing .the Island, Kowloon and New 
Territories during the weck ending at 
8 am. on Saturday, the 7th Oct., 1939, 
there were altogether 84 traffic ac- 
cidents as the result of which 2. per- 
sons were killed and 85 persons were 
injured.

HERE she was,

left New York a day after we had, . 


but had beaten us into Callao by 
several hours. And despite her de 
luxe accommodations, her passen- 
gers had paid less than we had for 
slower transpor tation on our Amer- 
ican Hner. 

No wonder the Patria’s deck’s 
were thronged with admiring, duly-- 
impressed Peruvians. No wonder 
her crew seemed to peér across at 
us with a certain triumphant cock- 
iness.

Who's to prevent 
the: Germans or Italians or Japanese 
walking right in? Obviously, nobody

and Miami. -

Any nazi+fascist inroads down -there 
must directly menace our zecurily 
at home. 

‘Why worry about Chile? You'a 
be surprised. I know I was. We 
Americans have our third largest 


- foreign investment —-‘no less than 


$483,000,000 — in. Chile. The only 


‘places where we have larger in- 


vestments are in Canada and Cuba. 
And for all our excitement about 
Japan, China and the Philippines, 
we've actually got a bigger stake in 
little Chile than In the entire Far 
East! In addition. Chile has 95.per-. 
cent of all the ‘world’s nitrates, a 
first essential for the senews of war. 
And she has the Straits of Magellan, 
something we ought to remember, 
For if ever the Panama canal is 
blocked, we can. only reunite our 
Neets through those‘straits and with 
the Chilean government’s consent. 
Back in 1823 President | Monroe 
roclaimed us the watchdog of the . 
Western World. Under the Inter- 
American Solidarity declaration: of 
Lima all twenty-one American -na- 
tions agree tp. share the watch-dog- 
ging, Nevertheless, the man’s’ end 
of the job is still, ours and is Justi- 
fied by our own interests. “ But 
being the Western World’s watchtiog 
isn’t so simple any more. Now: we 
don't have’ declared wars, The nazi- 
fascists have invested the new: .tech- 
nique of “invasion from within"— 
by means of a sub-rosa nazi organi- 
sation inside.

. from her and placed him in a school, 
at Savoy, where he was to be educated 
for the priesthood and whose head- 
master .was strictly forbidden to give 
him any information concerning his 
real name or oriein. 

But at school Hippolyte became 
melancholy that he had to 
away, now and then, for vacations in 
the country. As indicated by his let- 
ters to his believed nurse, he brooded 
over the uncertainty of his identity, 
and one day when sent upon a long 
cross-country walk with his school- 
mates, he ran away to earn moncy 
with which to find his mother. After 
wandering for two weeks. he was. dis- 
covered on the road to Orleans, and 
when returned to school remarked: 

“Lam determined to know who I 
am! I have a right to know!” 

Hippolyte was then 14." After be- 
ing returned to school he refused 
to become a priest and his yuardian’ 
Monsieur Martin, being advised to 
rearrange his future, told: the head- 

master that he wgnie: send the lad to 
America, 

Atv his inralanies command “ Hip- 
polyte Manaldo departed from school, 
leaving behing his baggage, which was 
to be sent for when required. It was

never sent for. Elght days after his 
departure’ fishermen found upon the 
rocks below Castellamare, near Nap- 
les, the body of a youth between 14 
and 17, wearing the peculiar uniform 
of Franch parochial schools and having 
about his neck a medal worn by 
Roman Catholic pupils. Identifying 
marks had been cut or picked out of 
all of his clothing, except his stockings, 
which bore the number 56, 
Cardrivers plying the sea road near 
where the corpse was found remem 


bered that two nights before its dis~: 


covery they had seen upon that high- 
way a distinguished- looking man 
leading a lad who was in such a piti- 
ful state of exhaustion that they had 
offered the pair a lift. Their services 
were declined’ by the man, who an 
hour later was seen on the sume road 
alone.

Investiga- 
tion instituted by the Procurer identi- 
fied this child as the unhappy Hip- 
polyte Menaldo, and the Marquise and 
her mother as the two ladies of rank 
who visited the child during the 
happy days that he had 
his nurse in Orleans, 
Arrested and tried for the murder 
of Hippolyte Menaldo, the Marquls de

Nayve put up a remarkable defence. 
According to this. story, his -wife’s 
parents had confessed her youthful 
folly to. him- when they had become 
betrothed and he had not only  for= 
given-her readily, but after their miar- 
riage had agreed to masquerade as 
the unhappy child’s guardian, Mon- 
sieur Martin. 

At the trial there was produced a 
letter which the marquis had written 
to the Marquise from Marseilles im-~ 
mediately after the disappearance of 
Hippolyte. In this he has fully ex- 
plained that while attempting to give 
Hippolyte a pleasure tour prior to his 
departure for America, he had taken 
the lad to Rome and Florence and 
finally to Naples, where they were 
walking out on the sea road when, 
after violently objecting to the Ameri- 
can trip, the boy had suddenly run off 
in the darkness and had mysteriously 
disappé@ared. 

The evidence further proved 
the Marquis, after returning 


that 
home, 


had called in two lawyers, explaining: 


to them what had happened and ask- 
ing their advice, which was that, he 
remain silent. 

After several of Hippolyte’s school- 
mates had sworn that they had heard 
him threaten suicide, the jury brought 
in,a verdict of “Not Guilty!” - 

A week later the Marquise re- 
turned to her husband, and thereafter 
they lived, together happily. But 
Paris has never ceased to wonder as 


to the truth behind the strange case..

Most doubts are expressed on the 
score ‘of whether the cost of collec- 
tion has not been seriously under- 
estimated; if collection is to be sub- 
stantially all-inclusive of those liable.
